Mountianeers  Win  Catholic  Title 


Before  a good  crowd  at  Homewood 
Lf)yola  College  closed  its  1925  foot- 
ball season,  when  it  was  sent  down 
in  defeat  by  the  scrappy  Mt.  St. 
Mary’s  eleven  by  a score  of  20  to  0. 
riie  score  far  from  indicates  the  kind 
of  game  the  spectators  witnessed. 
The  contest  was  a bard  fought  one, 
from  earl\  in  tlie  hist  tpiarter  w lien 
Lo\ola  held  the  Mountaineers  for 
downs  in  its  own  territory  until  the 
referee's  w histle  sounded  after  the  last 
jday. 

A |irctt\'  brand  of  football  was  dis- 
played by  the  Kmmitsburg  boys  when 
the\'  pierced  the  stubborn  defense  of 
the  Irish  time  and  again  for  first 
downs,  especially  in  the  first  quarter 
when  Abb\  broke  loose  for  a 35-yard 
run  to  a touchdo\\-n.  T'hc  Green  and 
Gray  attack  looked  best  in  the  second 
period  when  a series  of  plunges  by  Joe 
McNichol  and  runs  by  Shea  and  Tan- 
ton  advanced  the  ball  far  into  the 
Mount’s  territory,  only  to  lose  it 
when  .Mount’s  defense  took  an  unex- 
pected brace.  Joe  MeXichol  was  the 
briLrht  light  in  the  Lovola  attack  and 
he  brought  the  spectators  to  their  feet 
time  and  again  w hen  he  plunged  the 
strong  Mountaineer  line  for  long 
gains.  On  the  defense  Desmond  was 
as  usual  a tower  of  strength  and  a 
continual  menace  to  his  former  mates. 
Lank  Tanton  and  Frank  Dudley  dis- 
tinguished themselves  on  the  defense, 
nailing  for  a loss  plays  that  seemed 
labeled  for  long  gains. 

Abby  was  the  outstanding  star^for 
the  Mount,  scoring  all  their  points 
and  looking  exceptionally  good  on  the 
defense.  McNerney,  Cimpi  and  Spe- 
cer,  too  deserve  praise  for  the  brand 
of  football  they  played  both  on  the 
offense  and  defense.  A point  for  Mt. 
St.  Alary’s  to  remember  is  that  the 
Baltimore  Irish  will  be  back  next 
years,  so  w'atch  out.

FRESH  SUCCUMB 

TO  SOPHOMORES 

On  November  23,  1925,  there  was 
born  a custom,  which  it  is  hoped  will 
carry  down  through  the  annals  of 
Loyola  College,  the  football  combat 
between  the  classes  of  Freshman  and 
Sophomore.  This,  the  first  classic  of 
its  kind  to  be  held  on  Varsity  field 
w'as  w'orthy  of  nothing  but  the  high- 
est praise,  for  the  participants,  the 
coaches,  and  the  supporters  of  their 
respective  teams. 

It  was  a game  abounding  in  thrills 
and  an  example  of  the  cleanest  sports- 
manship. The  game  had  hardly  start- 
ed when  the  Sophomores  discovered 
that  the\'  were  facing  the  staunchest 
kind  of  opposition  from  the  freshlets, 
coached  by  Captain  Bunting.  1 he 
ball  was  in  the  possession  of  the 
Sophomores  during  almost  the  whole 
lirst  and  second  periods,  and  although 
the  Freshmen  afforded  the  stoutest  op- 
position they  could  not  stop  the  in- 
cessant march  of  the  second  year  men 
who  soon  had  crossed  their  goal  line 
twice.  T he  score  at  the  end  of  the 
first  half  was,  Sophomores,  12;  Fresh- 
man, 0. 

T he  second  half  saw  the  rise  of 
both  teams  to  supreme  heights.  The 
Freshmen,  led  by  Fick  and  Kelly, 
stormed  the  Sophomore  line  with  a 
drive  that  soon  netted  them  twelve 
points  to  tie  the  score.  The  game  was 
almost  at  an  end  with  both  teams 
fighting  furiously  to  cross  the  other’s 
goal  line.  With  about  a minute  and 
a half  to  play,  Frank  Schap,  who  was 
by  far  the  outstanding  player  of  the 
contest  and  who  had  proven  himself 
a source  of  worry  to  the  Freshmen, 
once  more  hit  off  tackle  and  reversing 
his  field  ran  through  a host  of  op- 
ponents, covering  a distance  of  sixty 
_\ards  for  the  six  points  which  spelled 
a Sophomore  victory  and  blasted  the 
hopes  of  the  Freshmen.  It  was  a fit- 
ting climax  to  a great  contest.  The 
outstanding  playerS' were  Schap,  Ala- 
talis,  Schweitzer  and  AIcHugh  for 
the  Sophomores,  and  Fick,  Kelly, 
Borgmeier  and  Gould  for  the  Fresh- 
men.

V ALUABLE  N.ATUR.AL 
HISTORY  COLLECTION 

Thomas  Chew  AA'orthington  3rd,  a 
well-known  Baltimore  magician  has 
presented  his  private  natural  history 
collection  to  Loyola  College.  The 
collection,  started  on  February  13, 
1888,  and  continued  uji  to  a few

W liat  it  is  that  makes  tlie  champion 
champion  ? Wliat  is  it  tliat  prods  the 
under-dog  to  unlielievable  deeds  of 
daring?  It  may  be  love.  yes.  it  may 
in-  determination,  but  aho\e  all  it  is 
tlie  ( lod-iiupired  gift  of  superiority 
complex.  '1  lie  essence  of  this  term  is 
best  expressed  in  these  the  words  of 
one  of  America’s  foremost  Athletic 
Directors.  “Any  man  can  be  down 
and  die  braveli  but  it  takes  a super- 
man to  stand  up  and  fight  to  live.’’ 

“A  su|)erman  to  stand  up  and  fight 
to  li\e.’’  1 hese  words  assuredly  fit 

one  of  the  foremost  figures  in  the 
early  days  of  auto-racing,  Rollo  Har- 
row. Rollo  knew  only  too  well  the 
portent  of  the  sheriff’s  visit.  The  old 
home  was  to  pass  from  the  liands  of 
the  Harrow  familv.  The  maples, 
sycamores,  roses,  all  would  pass  into 
alien  hands.  Ten  days  and  the  farm 
would  be  but  an  old  dream.  Tivo 
thousand  dollars  was  quite  a sum  to 
raise.  The  poverty  of  his  relations 
forbade  their  lending  aid.  The  grim 
old  banker  in  town  who  had  ever 
smiled  on  youthful  genius  had  not 
stepped  forth  and  smilingly  tendered 
the  required  amount  w ith  these  words, 
“Here  son,  pay  me  when  you  are  able 
to  do  so.”  Rollo  sat  despondent.  But 
Oh!  There  came  an  idea.  What  it 
was  you  all  know.  Rollo  spent  days 
repairing  his  old  racing  car,  entered 
the  Indianapolis  race  and  flashed 
through  the  field  like  a hawk  through 
a covey  of  quail.  The  home  was 


saved.  Rollo  was  filled  with  this 
spark  of  superiority  complex.  He 
fought  to  live. 

During  the  Penn  State-Harvard 
game  in  1921  a meteoric  spark  of  this 
superiority  complex  was  flashed.  The 
person  displaying  this  God  grant  was 
Mike  \Vilson,  tlien  a third  string  sub- 
stitute. Penn  was  handicapped.  Cap- 
tain Snell  was  bedridden.  'The  team 
lacked  the  punch  it  usually  showed. 
'File  second-string  fullback  was  in  the 
game,  he  was  dying  bravely,  but 
Coach  Bezdek  did  not  wish  to  witness 
martirdom.  Wilson  was  hastened 
into  the  game.  What  he  accom- 
pished  is  history.  He  literally  tore 
John  Harvard  to  bits  in  his  up-hill 
fight  to  tic  the  score,  to  see  his  school 
live  on  in  football  fame.  He  was  not 
presumably  great.  The  coach  had 
adjudged  him  third  rate.  But  at  the 
“great  moment  ’ a spark  of  this  su- 
periority complex  burned  in  bis  very 
soul.  He  could  liave  torn  eleven  lions 
into  bits  that  <l;rr. 

Two  truly  great  athletes  were 
spending  their  final  year  on  George- 
town’s track  team  some  six  years  ago. 
Both  played  football  and  basket-ball, 
but  here  their  respective  merits  were 
not  comparable.  On  the  gridiron  one 
was  a tackle  and  the  other  was  a 
halfback.  On  the  court  one  was  a 
guard  and  the  other  was  a center. 
'The  one  that  had  achieved  fame  as 
a center  and  a halfback  seemed  to  be 
far  superior  to  his  rival.  On  the  track 
team  they  Avere  both  broad-jumpers. 
Here,  rvhen  compared,  they  both 
seemed  of  equal  merit.  Came  the 
day  of  the  Intercollegiate  track  meet. 
Both  men  were  primed  for  the  su- 
preme moment  of  tlieir  lives.  .As  tliey 
approached  the  jumping-pit,  they  both 
seemed  admirabl}'  calm.  'The  one 
jumped,  the  center,  halfback,  he  fail- 
ed, his  poise  was  gone,  he  was  but  a 
ragged  bit  of  vvhat  lie  had  appeared. 
I'he  spark  of  sparks  had  never  been 
kindled  in  his  breast.  'The  other 
jumped  to  what  seems  to  be  a lasting 
record.  'The  spark  of  Superiority'

failed  to  score  twice  from  Gallaudet’s 
ten-yard  line  after  slashing  marches 
up  the  field,  then  losing  the  pig-skin 
on  downs.  So  the  half  ended  with  tl'ie 
score  still  7 — 0. 

Loyola  kicked  off  to  start  the  half, 
and  Gallaudet  ran  the  ball  back  to 
mid-field  and  in  a crushing  march 
down  the  field  pushed  the  ball  over 
and  tied  the  score  when  Eihels 
dropped  the  ball  over  bar.  Loyola 
received  and  after  three  tries  punted, 
Gallaudet  fumbled  and  Duffy  recov- 
ered and  ran  for  a touch-down.  Shea 
gained  the  point.  Gallaudet  came 
back  fighting  strong  and  again  tied 
the  score  by  the  over-head  route — 
score,  14 — 14. 

The  team  was  now  in  there  with 
■‘their  Irish  up.”  They  just  had  to 
win  and  they  did  in  the  last  few  min- 
utes of  play.  We  received  the  kick- 


off and  I'anton,  Shea  and  Mackall 
carried  the  ball  for  one  first  down 
after  another  to  mid-field  where  we 
w ere  stopped  and  forced  to  punt.  On 
the  punt  Dudlev  anil  Desmond  came 
down  fast  and  luckily  Gallaudet 
touched  the  ball  and  fumbled.  Dudley 
scooped  it  up  and  ran  for  a touch- 
down. Shea  booted  the  ball  over 
for  the  extra  point.  Final  score, 
Lotola,  21;  Gallaudet,  14. 

'I'anton  and  Red  McXichol  starred, 
'Lanton  with  his  end-runs  and  Mc- 
Nichol  slashing  off  tackle.  Desmond 
played  his  usual  smashing  defensive 
game. 


THE  1925  FOOT- 

BALL  SEASON 

Now  that  the  curtain  has  fallen 
on  the  1925  football  season,  we  have 
a splendid  opportunity  to  go  back 
and  review  the  schedule  and  all  that 
is  essential  to  that  schedule,  namely, 
recruiting  players,  establishing  train- 
ing quarters  and  shaping  up  the  team. 
Last  spring  Stanley  B.  Cofall,  Notre 
Dame,  ’17,  was  chosen  by  the  Alumni 
Board  of  .Athletics  to  establish  foot- 
ball on  a sound  basis  and  to  lead  the 
team  through  the  season.  The  leader- 
ship of  the  team  would  not  be  so  dif- 
ficult for  a man,  such  as  .Mr.  Cofall, 
so  well  versed  in  the  tactics  of  Amer- 
ica’s fall  classic,  but  to  establish  foot- 
ball on  a sound  basis  in  a college  that 
is  devoid  of  any  spirit  of  interest  was 
a hardship  that  very  few  men  would 
f. '.'?<]  t-r  take.  Notwf  tlrstanding  tlrese 
obstacles  Coach  Cofall  turned  every 
effort  to  the  assignment  at  hand.  He 
immediately  called  out  candidates  for 
spring  training  so  that  he  might  be 
able  to  view  and  study  his  material 
for  the  coming  fall  season.  About 
twenty  candidates  reported  and  every 
day  were  given  a workout  by  the 
coach.  '1  hese  workouts  were  \ery 
interesting  indeed.  They  tvere  a re- 
production of  the  tactics  used  at 
Notre  Dame  by  the  most  colorful 
coach  of  modern  football,  Knute 
Rockne.  Physical  culture  predomi- 
nated. I.xercises  benefiting  every 
muscle  of  the  body  were  used.  Inside 
dope  on  just  how  to  play  the  differ- 
ent positions  on  both  the  offense  and 
defense  was  given  to  the  more  promis- 
ing tryouts.  'I'hese  tactics  were  re- 
peated every  day  until  the  coach  fully 
knew  just  how  much  and  of  what 
caliber  the  material  he  had  for  ne.xt 
fall.  Spring  practice  ended  w ith  the 
closing  of  the  school  year. 

Mr.  Cofall  was  by  no  means  fin- 
ished for  the  summer.  He  immediate- 
ly set  out  to  prepare  for  ne.xt  fall. 
Some  of  the  many  things  that  had  to 
be  attended  to  required  a great  deal 


of  business  ability,  and  essential  to 
the  career  of  any  great  coach.  A 
training  house  was  needed,  new  and 
promising  material  must  be  sought 
after,  benevolent  relations  had  to  be 
established  with  the  local  newspapers, 
and  the  co-operation  of  the  Alumni 
and  the  student  body  had  to  be  ac- 
quired. 

A training  house  was  procured,  the 
Kernwood  estate  of  Robert  Cfarrett, 
which  had  been  used  as  officers’  quar- 
ters of  the  Evergreen  Hospital  for  the 
blind.  'Ehe  mansion  was  in  quite  a 
delapidated  condition  and  the  need  of 
repairs  was  apparent  at  every  turn. 
Repairs  were  started  iniinediately  and 
were  completed  by  September  1 when 
fall  practice  was  started.  The  news- 
papers were  lined  up  and  were  more 
than  willing  to  help  in  any  manner 
possibly  to  further  establish  athletics 
in  Loyola.  The  Alumni  pledged  their 
support  and  the  student  body  was 
bubbling  over  with  enthusiasm.  Pros- 
pects were  encouraging.  Mr.  Cofall 
set  out  upon  his  search  for  material. 
Naturally  he  turned  towards  Catholic 
fligh  School  at  Philadelphia,  whose 
teams  he  had  coached  for  several  years 
and  had  led  to  the  High  School  Cham- 
pionship of  Philadelphia.  He  collect- 
ed a number  of  stars  and  drilled  them 
in  the  Notre  Dame  style  of  play. 
'Ehey  were  in  perfect  physical  condi- 
tion for  the  first  game  with  Villanova 
at  the  Stadium,  but  the  big  team  from 
Pennsylvania  was  too  much  for  our 
light  squad.  The  lack  of  determina- 
tion displayed  by  our  squad  in  this 
first  game  was  attributed  to  lack  of 
experience  at  college  football  and 
timidness.  This  same  spirit  was  evi- 
dent in  the  next  game  with  Tank 
School  at  Camp  Aleade.  B'here  was 
a lack  of  spirit  and  fight:  we  should 
have  had  at  least  three  more  touch- 
downs. Mr.  Cofall  detected  the 
cause  and  corrected  it.  The  next 
two  g.ames  <;howed  results,  the  St- 
Joseph’s  game  brought  out  the  kind 
of  spirit  tliat  would  carry  most  teams 
to  victory,  but  the  god  of  fate  by  no 
means  favored  us  that  day.  I'he  bad 
breaks  of  the  game  were  showered 


upon  Loyola  abundantly.  The  fol- 
lowing week  AVashington  College  was 
given  a scare  and  succeeded  in  snatch- 
ing the  game  only  at  the  last  moment. 
Western  Alaryland  was  encountered 
at  the  Stadium  but  the  State  Cham- 
pions were  too  much  for  us.  t)ur 
offense  was  hampered  by  the  muddy 
field,  while  their  heavy  and  experi- 
enced backs  charged  our  line  with 
great  success.  Sclun  kill  may  be  con- 
sidered one  of  the  luckiest  teams  after 
the  victory  they  took  from  us  at  Read- 
ing. 'Ehey  could  have  defeated  any 
team  In  the  country  on  that  afternoon. 
B'he  ne.xt  week  we  won  our  first  vic- 
tory by  defeating  Gallaudet  at  Ever- 
green, the  first  home  game  of  the 
season.  'Ehe  score  was  tied  on  two 
difterent'occasions  but  we  finally  came 
out  on  top.  'Ehe  Catholic  Champion- 
ship was  lost  to  Mt.  St.  Mary’s  Col- 
lege at  Homewood.  AVe  displayed 
the  worst  brand  of  football  that  has 
ever  been  played  by  our  team  this 
season.  Listlessness  prevailed,  spirit 
and  fight  were  lacking  at  all  times. 
'Ellis  game  closed  the  season  with  two 
wins  and  si.x  losses. 

The  outstanding  “stars”  of  the  sea- 
son were  Captain  Bill  Bunting, 
former  Catholic  High  player;  Harry 
Alackell,  halfback,  also  from  Catholic 
High  ; Joe  McNichol,  .Alt.  St.  Mary’s, 
fullback;  George  “Lank”  'Eanton,  a 
star  of  our  last  year’s  team;  James 
“Desperate”  Desmond,  center,  from 
Alt.  St.  Alary’s;  Dan  Shanahan,  end, 
Loyola,  captain  of  next  year’s  team. 

Ehe  principle  fault  of  the  team 
seemed  to  be  a lack  of  punch  to  carry 
the  ball  over  for  a touchdown  when 
within  scoring  distance.  This  can 
easily  be  overcome  by  the  acquisition 
of  a few  good,  experienced  backs  and 
linemen.  Just  at  present  Air.  Cofall 
is  in  a position  to  build  up  a first- 
class  team  for  next  year.  The  nucleus 
is  there  and  with  the  needed  punch 
should  win  a number  of  games  next 
fall.  Here’s  to  the  success  of  next 
year’s  team,  and  good  luck  to  Coach 
Stan  Cofall.
